Claims 1-22 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(3). 

Dl discloses a moving picture searching apparatus, where moving picture information 
recorded can be searched easily when desired moving picture information is picked out. D2 
relates to an apparatus for retrieving moving picture information, which facilities a search for 
desired information in a storage.
